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Author  Appearance 
Mystery  Writers  in  Marion 

Mystery  writer  and  novelist  Kate  Flora  (who  also 
writes  under  the  pen  name  Katharine  Clark)  will  be  the 
featured  speaker  at  the  Friday  October  13  meeting  of 
Sippican  Woman's  Club  in  Marion.  Kate  has  recently  had 
two  new  books  published:  one  a  novel,  Steal  Away,  and 
the  latest  mystery  in  her  popular  "Thea  Kozak"  series,  An 
Educated  Death.  A  book  signing  follows  the  presentation. 
Also  scheduled  to  appear  will  be  fellow  mystery  author 
Gary  Goshgarian  (pen  name  Gary  Braver)  who  is 
promoting  his  new  novel,  Elixir. 

The  October  13  program,  featuring  a  Halloween 
theme,  begins  at  12:30  pm  with  a  finger-food  luncheon.  A 
brief  business  meeting  follows,  concluding  with  the 
speaker.  Members  and  guests  are  cordially  welcome. 

Kate  Flora  was  born  at  the  tail  end  of  the  forties, 
the  daughter  of  a  Maine  chicken  farmer  and  a  freelance 
writer.  In  school,  despite  her  mother's  diligent  training  in 
the  ways  of  the  world,  she  won  math  prizes,  showed  her 
sheep  at  the  county  fair,  could  strip  down  a  sewing 
machine  in  seconds  flat,  got  a  letter  for  varsity  basketball 
(when  you're  short,  you  can  sneak  by  their  kneecaps)  and 
achieved  notable  college  board  scores  for  someone 
graduating  in  a  small  town  class  of  26. 

After  an  adequate  but  undistinguished  college 
career  (she  was  runner-up  for  Maine  Blueberry  Queen 
and  Winter  Weekend  Queen  being  dubious  honors  in  the 
feminist  late  sixties)  she  graduated  with  a  degree  in 
English  and  discovered,  as  so  many  of  her  generation  did, 
that  a  liberal  arts  education  had  prepared  her  to  be  a  very 
competent  secretary.  Unwilling  to  be  the  "gofer"  instead 
of  the  boss,  she  went  to  law  school,  choosing,  because  of 
its  commitment  to  public  service,  Northeastern 
University,  where,  unlike  other  law  schools  at  that  time, 
the  classes  were  50  percent  women. 

After  graduation,  she  went  back  to  Maine  to  work 
for  the  Attorney  General,  representing  the  Department  of 
Human  Services  in  child  protection  cases  and  chasing 
dead-beat  parents  who  didn't  pay  their  child  support. 
Eventually  she  married  a  law  professor,  returned  to 
Massachusetts,  and  settled  in  the  historic  and  literary 
town  of  Concord,  working  first  for  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  and  later  in  private  practice. 

After  her  second  son  was  born,  having  grown 
increasingly  frustrated  with  the  unresponsiveness  of  the 
court  system,  she  decided  to  quit  practicing  law  before 
her  irritation  with  the  system  spilled  over  in  an  outburst 
that  could  get  her  disbarred.  She  still  lives  in  Concord,  is 
still  married  (though  the  law  professor  is  now  a  litigation 
partner  in  one  of  Boston's  largest  law  firms),  and  has  two 
sons,  Jake,  who  is  eighteen  and  Max,  who  is  fifteen. 

She  became  seriously  addicted  to  mysteries 
during  law  school,  when  they  were  the  perfect  antidote  to

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an  institution  which  took  itself  too  seriously.  Chosen  for 
Death,  her  first  Thea  Kozak  book,  was  followed  by  the 
book  Kate  had  always  wanted  to  write,  Silent  Buddy, 
about  drug  smuggling  and  the  hardscrabble  life  in  a  small 
Maine  town.  The  hero  of  Silent  Buddy  is  a  high  school 
biology  teacher  named  Ross  Mclntyre.  She  now  alternates 
between  Thea  Kozak  books  and  Ross  Mclntyre  books, 
though  the  Ross  books  haven't  yet  made  it  into  print. 

Kate  Flora  describes  herself  as  being  like  a  piece 
of  blotting  paper  going  through  life  picking  things  up  — 
stories,  insights,  expression,  footwear,  twitches,  traumas 
and  dreams  —  from  everyone  she  meets.  She  doesn't  like 
to  be  far  from  a  thesaurus,  a  dictionary,  a  book  of 
quotations  or  her  Strunk  and  White.  When  she  isn't 
writing,  she's  usually  out  talking  to  her  perennials,  urging 
them  to  grow,  and  can  do  a  cocktail  party  for  50  with  one 
hand  tied  behind  her  back. 

She  is  currently  President  of  the  New  England 
chapter  of  Sisters-In-Crime,  teaches  mystery  writing  at  the 
Cambridge  Center  for  Adult  Education,  and  does  the 
mystery  segment  of  a  local  radio  show,  "Pages  to  People." 
Her  favorite  t-Shirt  reads:  "Is  'Publishing  Business'  an 
Oxymoron?" 

Kate  Flora's  "Theo  Kozak  Mysteries"  include: 
Chosen  for  Death  (1995);  Death  in  a  Funhouse  Mirror  (1995); 
Death  at  the  Wheel  (1996);  An  Educated  Death  (1997);  and 
Death  in  Paradise  (1998).  Under  the  name  Katharine  Clark 
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she  has  also  written  Steal  Away  (1999).  For  more 
information  on  the  author  and  her  works,  please  visit  her 
official  webpage  at  www.kateflora.com.

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Marion  Selectmen's  Meeting 

October  10,  2000

A  regular  meeting  of  the  Marion  Board  of 
Selectmen  was  called  to  order  on  Tuesday,  October  10  at 
7:00  pm  by  Chairman  Albert  E.  Winters.  Also  present 
were  Selectman  Loretta  B.  Schaefer,  Selectman  Jonathan 
"Jody"  Dickerson,  Town  Administrator  Ray  Pickles,  and 
Secretary  Helene  Craver. 

After  signing  treasury  warrants  #14  and  #15  for 
the  week  and  unanimously  approving  the  minutes  of  the 
October  3  meeting,  the  board  voted  to  appoint  Robert 
McFarlane  to  the  Housing  Task  Force  and  Bruce  McCall  to 
the  Marion  Cultural  Council. 

Under  incoming  correspondence  for  the  week,  the 
board  received: 

•  Letter  from  Barry  and  Susan  Smith  of  County 
Road  asking  that  their  property  at  the  corner  of  County 
Road  and  Blueberry  Way  be  considered  for  inclusion  in 
the  proposed  "Berry  Patch"  sewerage  system  hook-up. 
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professional  workmanship  -  outstanding  results 


Mr.  Pickles  advised  that  their  lot  is  included  in  the  study 
and  Chairman  Winters  suggested  a  letter  be  sent  to  all 
residents  in  the  neighborhood  making  them  aware  of  the 
pending  plans. 

•  Letter  from  Dennis  F.  Luttrell  informing  the 
board  that  he  plans  to  make  improvements  to  the  water 
main  on  his  property  on  Rocky  Knook  Lane.  Mr.  Luttrell 
wanted  to  know  if  he  needed  to  obtain  any  permits  for  the 
pending  work  and  what  type  of  notification  is  necessary. 
Mr.  Pickles  said  Mr.  Luttrell  does  not  need  to  obtain  any 
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permits,  but  there  is  a  required  five-day  notification 
period  to  those  whose  water  service  will  be  shut  off  and 
the  maximum  interruption  of  service  is  four  hours. 

•  Notification  from  Town  Counsel  Thomas  P. 
Crotty  that  the  attorneys  for  the  MPF  Corporation  are 
pursuing  arbitration  in  their  dispute  with  the  town.  "I  will 
ask  that  the  case  be  scheduled  for  the  beginning  of 
January,  and  will  keep  you  advised  of  scheduling,"  Mr. 
Crotty  wrote. 

Mr.  Pickles  informed  the  board  that  the  MPF 
Corporation  did  work  on  Oakdale  Avenue  some  time  ago 
and  never  completed  the  job.  "The  town  stepped  in  and 
finished  the  work  after  a  year  of  frustration,"  Mr.  Pickles 
said.  "They're  seeking  full  payment,  even  though  they 
never  completed  the  job." 

•  Notice  from  the  Massachusetts  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  (DEP)  that  a  new  round  in  the 
Technical  Assistance  Grant  Funding  program  has  begun 
and  will  provide  up  to  $10,000  to  selected  communities 
and  citizen  groups  for  "expert  advice  and  public 
education  about  hazardous  waste  disposal  sites."  Those 
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interested  in  applying  need  to  submit  a  letter  of  intent  by 
November  8,  2000  for  consideration. 

•  Another  notice  from  DEP  that  the  Recycling 
Education  Assistance  for  Public  Schools  (REAPS)  program 
is  available  to  students  in  grades  K-12.  REAPS  services 
include  classroom  presentations  and  teacher-training 
sessions  on  waste  management  topics  such  as  recycling, 
composting,  worm  composting,  source  reduction,  and 
household  hazardous  waste  management.  These  services 
are  provided  free-of-charge. 
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•  Memo  from  Shellfish  Officer  Kevin  Snow 
recommending  the  closure  of  the  east  side  of  Wing's 
Cover  to  clamming  as  of  October  11,  2000  since  the  area 
has  been  over-fished  within  the  last  year  and  has  shown  a 
decrease  in  productivity.  Mr.  Snow  added  that  they've 
grown  100,000  clams  in  the  upweller  this  season  and  they 
plan  to  re-seed  the  area  in  the  interim. 

Likewise,  Mr.  Snow  recommended  the  opening  of 
the  west  side  of  Wing's  Cove  and  Planting  Island  to 
clamming  since  they  are  now  ready  for  harvest.  The  board 
unanimously  approved  both  of  Mr.  Snow's 
recommendations. 

The  board  then  commenced  discussion  of 
selecting  a  Town  Administrator  to  replace  Mr.  Pickles  at 
the  end  of  year  when  he  retires.  Chairman  Winters  noted 
they  initially  received  50  applications  for  the  position 
back  in  June  and  then  whittled  that  number  down  to  20 
who  met  the  town's  minimum  requirements. 

"We  selected  six  for  a  series  of  interviews," 
Chairman  Winters  said.  "The  interview  process  was  very 
important  in  making  our  choice.  We  felt  the  people  who 
work  with  and  for  the  Town  Administrator  should  have 
some  input  in  (his/her)  selection.  We  brought  in  the 
department  heads  and  various  representatives  of 
committees  who  interviewed  (the  candidates).  Almost 
everyone  who  participated  in  the  process  said  they

enjoyed  being  part  of  it." 

The  six  were  then  narrowed  down  to  the  top  two 
choices  —  Lawrence  Cameron  of  Dartmouth  and  John  F.

references." 

In  discussing  Mr.  Cameron,  Selectman  Schaefer 
noted  that  he  would  bring  16  years'  worth  of  municipal 
experience  to  the  Town  of  Marion  and  he  was  described 
as  being  "straightforward,  honest  and  hard-working." 

Likewise,  Selectman  Dickerson  said  Mr.  Dolan's 
references  all  spoke  highly  of  him,  claiming  he  was  a 
"dedicated  person"  and  described  him  as  "the  best 
(they've)  every  worked  with." 

"Clearly  everyone  who  talked  to  these  two 
candidates  were  impressed  and  didn't  see  any  signs  of 
weakness,"  Chairman  Winters  said.  "But  we  have  to  make 
a  choice  ...  (and)  it's  a  tough  choice,  I  think." 

The  board  agreed  that  either  candidate  was 
qualified  and  capable  of  fulfilling  the  requirements  of 
Town  Administrator  for  Marion,  but  they  unanimously 
voted  to  offer  the  position  to  John  F.  Dolan  Jr.  of  Westport, 
subject  to  contract  negotiations. 

"I  think  he'd  work  very  well  with  the  town  and 
for  the  town,"  Chairman  Winters  said. 

There  being  no  further  matters  to  come  before  the 
board,  they  unanimously  voted  to  adjourn  for  the  evening 
at  7:25  pm.

two  less  houses  on  the  property-  The  land  we  taxpayers  buy 
would  come  off  the  tax  rolls,  the  developer  can  now  call  the 
remaining  lots  "water  view,"  thereby  raising  the  price  of  those 
remaining  lots  and  making  a  tidy  profit  from  our  lapse  in 
judgment.  Do  the  math:  Who  wins? 

This  whole  boondoggle  came  about  because  this  little 
group  of  zealots  knew  how  to  use  our  apathy  to  get  what  they 
wanted. 

They  made  sure  that  the  vast  majority  of  their  cronies 
who  signed  the  petition  mandating  a  Special  Town  Meeting 
showed  up  for  that  convocation  while  many  of  the  rest  of  us 
stayed  away,  assuring  that  they  would  garner  enough  Town 
Meeting  votes  to  move  this  silliness  to  a  Special  Education.

PARASITES 

I  see  these  small  worms  under  my  cat's  tail. 
What  are  they? 

There  are  two  types  of  intestinal  parasites 
which  are  large  enough  to  be  visible  to  the  na- 
ked eye;  tapeworms  and  roundworms.  Tape- 
worms are  off-white  in  color  and  are  usually 
the  size  of  a  grain  of  rice.  They  are  spread  to 
your  pet  by  fleas.  Another  type  of  tapeworm  is 
long,  flat  and  somewhat  serrated  in  appear- 
ance. Roundworms  are  common  in  kittens  and 
puppies  and  look  like  spaghetti.  See  your  vet- 
erinarian when  you  find  worms  and  describe 
your  findings.  Often  tapeworms  eggs  do  not 
show  up  on  routine  fecal  tests.

In  1778  a  dam  had  been  built  providing  unlimited  water 
power.  The  mill  was  one  of  the  earliest  cotton  mills  in  the 
country,  manufacturing  both  cotton  and  woolen  goods.  It 
soon  developed  into  a  busy,  thriving  place.  One  of  the 
men  who  had  an  interest  in  the  mill  was  Captain 
Whelden,  who  later  went  on  to  build  his  own  mill.

Swimming  into  the  deep  end  of  his  fifties 
now,  Robert  De  Niro  has  become,  for  want  of  a 
better  term,  the  ultimate  actor.  You  want  the 
ultimate  monster,  like  Satan,  Frankenstein,  or  Al 
Capone?  See  if  you  can  get  De  Niro.  You  need  the 
ultimate  gangster,  either  scary  (GoodFellas)  or 
funny  (Analyze  This)?  Try  to  get  De  Niro.  The 
actor's  recent  hunger  to  lighten  up  after  decades 
of  heavy-duty  roles  has  been  a  boon  for  comedy 
directors,  who  now  can  actually  get  De  Niro.  It 
makes  perfect  sense,  then,  that  in  the  new  comedy 
Meet  the  Parents,  De  Niro  should  embody  the 
ultimate  funny/ scary  father-in-law. 

Meet  the  Parents,  directed  speedily  enough 
by  Jay  Roach  (the  Austin  Powers  films),  owes 
about  55  percent  of  its  charm  to  De  Niro,  who  can 
be  hilarious  just  sitting  there  -  glaring  at  some 
poor  sap  over  his  spectacles,  his  mouth  drawn 
down  into thatuniqueDeNiroscowlthatsuggests 
he's  just  drunk  sour  milk  and  blames  youiox  it. 
The  other  45  percent  belongs  to  Ben  Stiller,  as  the 
poor  sap  in  question  —  the  unfortunately  named 
Greg  Focker,  madly  in  love  with  schoolteacher 
Pam  (Teri  Polo)  and  eager  to  pop  the  question. 
Problem  is,  Greg  hasn't  yet  met  Pam's  parents  — 
her  gentle  mom  Dina  (Blythe  Danner)  and  much 
less  gentle  dad  Jack  (De  Niro). 

Jack,  an  anal-retentive  family  man  (Til 
meet  you  out  front  in  12  to  15  minutes")  who's 
more  than  meets  the  eye,  sizes  up  poor  Greg  in  a 
heartbeat  when  the  young  couple  arrive  at  the 
parents'  well-groomed  New  York  home  for  a 
weekend.  Greg,  who's  a  male  nurse  and  plans  to 
stay  one  despite  the  universal  crap  he  takes  for  it, 
has  everything  going  against  him,  particularly 
his  insecurity.  No  matter  how  hard  he  tries  to 
impress  Jack,  it  either  isn't  enough  or  it's  the 
polar  opposite  of  what  Jack  looks  for  in  a  son-in- 
law. 

In  the  fine  Murphy's  Law  tradition  of  comic 
inevitability  (whatever  can  go  wrong  will,  and 
Greg  will  make  things  go  wrong  spectacularly), 
Greg  manages  to  track  mud  all  over  what  little 
credibility  he  has.  Stepping  lightly  over  the  jokes: 
Greg's  suitcase  gets  lost,  and  an  Austin  Powers- 
style  raunchy  gag  comes  of  that;  Greg  takes  a  lie- 
detector  test  and  fails  with  flying  colors;  and 
anytime  something  is  established  as  precious  to 
the  hard-boiled  but  sentimental  Jack,  whether 
his  mother's  ashes  or  his  beloved  cat  Jinx,  rest 
assured  Greg  will  find  a  way  to  befoul  it.  One 


would  think  that  after  the  first  couple  of  disasters, 
Greg  would  be  frightened  into  immobility,  but 
that  wouldn't  be  much  of  a  comedy. 

Meet  the  Parents  may  well  play  as  a  horror 
movie  for  guys  who,  like  Greg,  haven't  yet 
encountered  their  potential  father-in-law.  As  in 
There's  Something  About  Mary,  Ben  Stiller  is  an 
everyschmuck  —  a  regular  guy  who  gets  deeper 
into  chaos  the  harder  he  tries  to  just  get  along. 
Stiller  brings  his  edgy,  repressed  hostility  (which 
gets  unrepressed  in  two  beautifully  rhythmed 
rants  near  the  end)  to  the  game,  parrying 
nervously  but  smoothly  with  the  rock-like  De 
Niro,  whose  every  syllable  directed  at  Greg  drips 
with  poorly-hidden  contempt.  The  fun  is  when 
the  two  antagonists  try  to  maintain  cordial  masks, 
so  the  actors  get  to  footnote  every  pleasant 
exchange  with  psychological  sword-clanging 
worthy  of  Kurosawa. 

The  movie  is  very  broad  and  sitcom-esque. 
For  the  kids,  there's  a  sewage-as-lawn-sprinKler 
gag,  as  well  as  a  Rube  Goldberg  mishap  that 
begins  on  a  roof  and  ends  with  a  lovingly  carved 
altar  destroyed.  (The  altar  comes  courtesy  of 
Pam's  ex-fiancee,  a  millionaire  stock  whiz  and 
carpentry  hobbyist  played  by  Shanghai  Noonk 
Owen  Wilson  with  such  easy  good  cheer  that  I 
was  disappointed  not  to  see  more  of  him.)  The 
film  is  predictable  down  to  its  bones,  but  Jay 
Roach  has  talked  about  that  comic-inevitability 
thing  in  interviews  —  the  mishap  you  see  coming 
a  mife  away,  and  settle  back  happily  waiting  for  it 
to  go  down.  Meet  the  Parents  gives  you  exactly 
what  you  expect  from  a  comedy  with  Ben  Stiller 
as  a  petrified  suitor  and  Robert  De  Niro  as  his 
petrifying  nemesis;  that's  nothing  to  sneeze  at  — 
or  to  spray  sewage  at.

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King's  Ransom

Whether  you're  a  fan  of  author 
Stephen  King  or  not,  you're  likely  to 
find  his  latest  non-fiction  "memoir" 
on  the  art  of  writing  a  treasure  trove  of 
inspiration  and  good,  old-fashioned 
advice  from  someone  who  knows  his 
craft  intimately.  King's  On  Writing:  A 
Memoir  of  the  Craft  is  a  fascinating 
and  candid  peek  into  the  mind  of  one 
ofourmost  prolific  and,  arguably,  most 
talented  contemporary  American  writ- 
ers courtesy  of  the  author  himself. 

Part  autobiography,  part  manual- 
of-style,  On  Writing  is  an  attempt  by 
the  author  to  take  a  long,  hard  look  at 
the  lifelong  (and  still  evolving)  pro- 
cess of  translating  his  experience  and 
knowledge  into  effective,  successful 
works  of  prose.  Like  King's  other  great 
unheralded  non-fiction  work,  Danse 
Macabre  —  a  book  which  chronicled 
his  early  horror  influences  vis-a-vis 
literature,  films  and  television  (and  a 
volume  which  desperately  begs  for  a 
sequel  or  update  to  cover  the  horror 
resurgence  since  its  publication),  On 
Writing  is  King's  honest  attempt  to 
bare  his  soul  and  try  to  examine  the 
hodgepodge  of  life  experiences  which 
helped  shape  his  writing.  Unlike  its 
similar  cousin,  however,  this  latest 
volume  paints  with  a  much  broader 
brush  to  highlight  the  overall  influ- 
ences in  King's  life:  from  early  dis- 
couragement with  rejection  notices  to 
the  constant  encouragement  and  sup- 
port from  his  mother  and  wife  (who 
literally  saved  King's  first  best-selling 
novel  Carrieivom  the  trash)  to  a  little- 
known  bout  with  drug  and  alcohol 
addiction  in  the  early  1980s  (he  claims 
he  doesn't  even  remember  writing 
parts  of  the  novel  Cuj'oJ. 

Although  the  book  is  not  meant  to 
be  an  instruction  manual  on  how  to 
become  a  best-selling  author  —  nor  is 
it  destined  to  become  a  textbook  for 
English  101  students  —  it  is  an  invalu- 
able and  entertaining  read  for  both 
aspiring  writers  and  avid  readers  and 


one  of  the  best  pitches  for  heeding 
those  "life  lessons"  we  often  ignore  or 
take  for  granted.  Indeed,  King  wasn't 
born  with  a  silver  spoon  in  his  mouth 
...  but  he  was  blessed  with  a  talent  for 
the  written  word  and,  more  impor- 
tantly, an  uncanny  knack  to  "recog- 
nize a  good  idea,"  as  he  succinctly  ex- 
plains in  the  book. 

It's  that  ultra-perception  of  the 
author  which  makes  On  Writing  such 
a  joy  for  longtime  fans  of  his  work. 
Whether  implied  or  explicit,  there's  an 
abundance  of  colorful  characters  and 
inspired  situations  recounted  here 
which  have  popped  up  in  subsequent 
King  novels  and  stories  —  either  in 
snippets  or  in  totem.  And  these  easily- 
recognizable  and  wholly  realistic 
people  and  places  are  what  have  made 
King's  work  so  appealing  and  univer- 
sal...  more  than  the  easy-to-crib  plots 
of  Poe  or  the  surreal  but  verbose  lore  of 
Lovecraft.  King  builds  unreal  events 
around  real  people  —  people  that  we 
know,  care  about,  and  fully  understand 
and  identify  with  ...  and  that,  in  a  nut- 


shell, is  what  has  brought  him  such 
tremendous  success. 

That  remains,  I  think,  the  prevail- 
ing message  in  On  Writing:  King  ad- 
mitted the  reason  he  abandoned  and 
threw  away  his  first  draft  of  Carriewas 
because  he  didn't  care  about  the  pro- 
tagonist and  he  couldn't  identify  with 
the  mostly-female  cast  of  characters. 
But  when  he  was  able  to  tap  into  his 
memories  of  two  awkward  girls  in  high 
school  who  were  the  brunt  of  class 
ridicule,  he  found  his  hook  into  the 
story.  That  need  for  a  link  to  the  real 
world  has  remained  a  trademark  of 
King's  work  to  this  day  —  with  one  foot 
firmly  planted  on  solid,  familiar 
ground;  the  other  dangling  precari- 
ously over  the  abyss  of  fantasy  and 
folklore. 

King  also  provides  a  brief  but  use- 
ful crash-course  in  the  mechanics  of 
writing  and  offers  of  examples  of  vari- 
ous styles  which  all  have  their  sup- 
porters. But  he  makes  a  good  argu- 
ment for  taking  the  simplest,  direct 
route  to  communicate  between  writer 
and  reader — concise,  lean  prose  which 
isn't  weighed  down  with  "flowery"  de- 
scriptive language.  Not  surprisingly, 
this  also  remains  King's  own  choice  of 
style  and  has  served  him  quite  well. 

Though  he  cites  and  recommends 
the  expected  sources  of  grammatical 
law  —  reliable  works  like  Strunk  and 
White's  Elements  of  Style  and 
Warriner's  English  Composition  and 
Grammar—  he  also  makes  a  point  of 
stressing  that  fiction  isn't  a  school  as- 
signment and,  as  such,  shouldn't  be 
restricted  or  bound  by  these  rules.  Most 
interesting  are  his  suggestions  that 
good  stories  are  like  fossils  to  be  found 
and  unearthed  ...  there's  really  no 
magic  formula  or  inspirational  muse 
involved.  Coming  from  a  successful 
author  like  Stephen  King,  that  should 
give  aspiring  writers  reason  enough  to 
start  pecking  away  at  their  keyboards 
every  chance  they  get.

The  Marion  Board  of  Health  Town  Nurse  would 
like  to  remind  residents  that  Lyme  disease  is  prevalent  in 
our  area.  This  is  just  to  remind  people  that  there  are  ways 
you  can  help  yourself  avoid  this  disease.  The  disease  is 
transmitted  to  humans  from  infected  deer  ticks.  There  are 
ways  to  reduce  your  risk  of  being  exposed  to  the  disease 
carrying  ticks: 

•  Clear  brush  and  tall  grass  from  around  your 
house; 

•  Wear  light-colored,  long  sleeves  and  long  pants 
when  outside.  The  light  colors  allow  you  to  see  the  tick 
more  easily.  Tuck  your  pant  legs  into  your  socks  so  there 
are  no  gaps  around  the  ankles; 

•  Use  insect  repellant  on  clothing  and  any 
exposed  skin; 

•  Inspect  your  body  regularly. 
Symptoms  that  may  mark  the  early  stages  of 

Lyme  disease  are:  fatigue,  chills  and  fever,  headache, 
muscle  and  joint  pain,  and  swollen  lymph  nodes.  Also,  a 
characteristic  bull's  eye  rash  appearing  3  to  30  days  after 
being  infected  may  be  present,  however,  not  everyone  will 
have  all  of  these  symptoms.  If  you  have  any  of  these 
symptoms,  please  consult  a  physician.

Music  Foundation.  Its  Mission  Statement  is  as  follows: 

The  SouthCoast  Music  Foundation  is  established  as  a 
partnership  of  diverse  community  members.  Our  purpose  is  to 
develop  and  support  a  music  learning/performance  center.  The 
Center  will  function  as  both  a  high  school  and  community 
center.  Its  goal  is  to  offer  challenging  academics  in  a  creative 
environment,  built  around  the  themes  of  music,  community 
service,  and  entrepreneurship. 

For  the  past  year  and  a  half,  the  organization  has 
been  providing  rehearsal  space  for  a  network  of  young 
musicians  from  Mattapoisett,  Rochester,  Acushnet, 
Fairhaven,  and  New  Bedford,  as  well  as  developing 
community  support  for  the  endeavor.  Ongoing  support 
has  been  provided  by  Old  Colony  Regional  Vocational 
Technical  High  School  (sound  equipment  and  rehearsal 
space),  the  Mattapoisett  Congregational  Church  (rehearsal 
space),  and  the  Mayflower  Masonic  Lodge  (soda  and 
juice).
